Bellovesthat Reciprocity With Canada 
is Inevitable. 

(estrangement by IHkIi Tariff Would be Ke- 
trogradlng In Civilization Reciprocity 
Essential to the Progress of iioth 
Countries. 

(Special to Tut; Colonist.) 
Toronto, March 17.— The Mail this 
morning contains alotterfrom Hon. Benj. 
Butterworth, member of congress from 
Cincinnati, who intri duced the bill in 
congress for .the largest reciprocity be- 
tween Canada and the United States. 
Following are extracts: "You are familar 
with the details of the provision contained 
in a bill introduced in the closing days of 
last congress. That closer commercial 
relations or ugly and possibly permanent 
estrangement between Canada and the 
United States must in the near future 
obtain seems too clear to need 
argument to sustain it. It is the 
inexpressible logic of the situation. 
That closer and freer commercial relations/ 
are desirable from every point of view/ft 
apparent, and it seems equally clear there 
is no measure of reciprocity, short of 
that which is full and complete, which 
can meet the obvious requirements of the 
situation. I repent that the way nut of 
the present entanglement will lead to a 
most happy and valuable, ill every sense, 
unity of commerce and social interests 
between ourselves and our neighbors 
and kinsmen in tho north, or an aliena- 
tion and estrangement which would 
bo alike discreditable to our statesman- 
ship and our humanity. Either we will 
take down the partition which forces our 
commerce back upon ourselves and stops 
its flow along the natural channel which 
it unceasingly seeks and give it full scope 
so that trade between the United States 
and Canada will be as free as it is bet ween 
New York and Ohio, or will line our 
northern border with evidences of retro- 
grading civilization, by forts on land and 
cruisers on lakes, picketing thirty- 
seven hundred milus of our frontier 
with customs officers and spies. Such a 
condition of things is .alike unnatural and 
unwise. I have not time nor inclination 
to increase the length and enlarge the 
scope of this letter by canvassing the re- 
sources of Canada, which we need and 
ultimately must have and the mutual de- 
pendence of one country upon the other. 
Suffice to say, that no intelligent, person 
who carefully investigates the facts will 
hesitate to pronounce in favor of the full- 
est and most complete reciprocity. For- 
tunately, Canada is as free and clothed 
with as full power to conclude an arrange 
ment as is the United Slates. The former, 
by such a course, will in no wise disturb 
her relations with the mother country. 
Tho ties that, bind her to England 
are not commercial. They are those 
which reach from hearth-stone to 
hearth-stone, and could only be destroyed 
by the mother count ry in an effort to 
int&rpuse inseparable barriers in the way 
of tho prosperity and happiness of her 
citizens on this side of the Atlantic. This, 
England will not do. ( >f course, in case 
of full reciprocity, as proposed in the bill 
to which 1 have called your attention, the 
internal revenue system of Canada would 
require some modification, but this relates 
to matters of detail, anil presents no 
serious obstacle worth considering, ot her 
than tariff of customs known. This 
would possibly involve a little sacrifice of 
pride, but the act would be met on this 
side by a like spirit of compromise and 
adjustment. In other words concessions 
would be mutual.

The San Francisco Call in an article 01 
seal hunting in the north seas has the fol 
lowing in reference to the seized British 
schooners: 

"The protection of the seal fisheries in 
the Reining sea, as 11 portion of the United 
States domain, attracted a great deal of 
attention last, year. The seizure of British 
and American schooners by the Corwin, 
in the Retiring sea, resulted in their con- 
demnation by the United States court at 
Sitka. The owner of the San Diego, the 
old pioneer, which was one of the vessels 
seized, has commenced suit against- the 
captain of the Corwin for illegal seizure. 
The San Diego is now at Sitka and her 
capture of seals at Ounalaska. The con- 
demned vessels worn ordered to be sold in 
May next, but it is hardly likely that they 
will bo, as instructions have been received 
tit Sitka to forward till the papers in tho 
case to Washington for consideration. 
The subject has been the cause of a 
great deal of correspondence between ours 
and thu English government,, and a peti- 
tion in regard to the matter has been sent 
from this city direct to the President. 
W hat tho outcome will be is not yet 
known, but a recent dispatch from Wash- 
ington states that it is learned on very 
good authority that the secretary of state 
will probably announce shortly that the 
schooners were unlafully seized and that 
proper damages should be paid by the 
government for tho losses by detention. 
It is understood that this is in accordance 
with an opinion of the attorney-general, 
after carefully considering all the court 
proceedings, which showed that the ves- 
sels wore catching seals outside tho three- 
mile line. If this is really so it will be 
good news to thu vessel-owners, and as 
soon as promulgated the numerous vessels 
now out will enter Reining sea to hunt. 
A great impetus will be given to the busi- 
ness, and at the cud of the season when 
the schooners return to this city with 
their catches, thousands of dollars will be 
put in circulation and the city be benefit- 
ed thofeby. "

MORNING SESSION. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 11 a. m. 

SUPPLY. 

Mr. Hole resuming the debate on the 
motion that tho house go into committee 
of Bupply, said he would tako this, the 
second opportunity afforded to members 
of the opposition of criticising the conduct 
of the government. In doing so ho could 
not adopt terms of laudation and com- 
mendation. In administering the revenues 
of the country care should be taken that 
they were not distributed according to the 
support given to tho government. Tho 
policy of the present government was, 
however, regulated by polit ical expediency, 
a policy opposed to the principles of con- 
st itutional government. Govornmuut funds 
should be expended according to the needs 
of the districts and independent of tho 
support given to the government. It was 
also a violation of constitutional govern- 
ment for an executive to taku members 
into their confidence in preparing the 
estimates. The system by waich such 
distributions were made in this province 
was nothing less than a refined system of 
bribery. (Oh, oh 1) Cowiehan and Na- 
nuimu received large shares of the public 
fund. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— (Hear, hear.) 
Mr. Role -The honorable gentleman 
may well say "hear, bear," for his district 
is well attended to.

The election of tho honorable provincial 
secretary had been largely due to his 
blandishments, and to the fact that the 
people of the city of Vancouver thought 
they had in him a linn friend. The gen- 
tleman still affected to have the confidence 
of bis district. If he were sincore in hia 
belief he (Mr. Bole) would challenge him 
to resign Ids seat and run his election over 
again, and he (Mr. Role) would resign and 
run against him. 

Hon. Mr. Robson -Shoo fly. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Role — The honorable gentleman is, 
of course, too old a bird to bo caught hy 
such chaff. (Hear.) He was referring to 
the attempt of the C. P. R. to force the 
right of way from Port Moody to Van- 
couver. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — Was not some person 
authorized oil behalf of the Canadian 
Pacific railway to oiler some fifty or sixty 
thousand dollars as tho price of tho right 
of way I 

Mr. Role said there had boon no such 
offer. It was reported to be the case 011 
the outside but no such thing had oc- 
curred. A smaller sum would have pur- 
chased the right of way. Tho linn had 
been finally forced through the settlors 
lands in consequence of the unfortunate 
circumstance that the supremo court of 
Canada was under the centred of tho Can- 
adian Pacific railway. This, ho claimed, 
was an uneventful session. Tho only in- 
cident to relievo its monotory being tho 
passage of the Vancouver peace preserva- 
tion act. Had ho been in tho house when 
the bill passed hu would have raised hia 
voice against such an iniquitous measure. 
The lode-stone binding the support of at 
lejist five members to the government was 
the vacant portfolio. After criticising the 
jrament on their financial policy 
and in connection with certain cor- 
respondence thu honorable gentleman 
concluded. 

Mr. Higgins said that the discursive 
haracter of the debate which had arisen 
ver the resolution to go into committee 
f supply continued bis previously ex- 
pressed opinion of tho defectiveness of the 
rules of order and the necessity of an 
amendment which would confine honor- 
able members to the discussion of the mat- 
ter before t hem.

The honorable leader of tho 
opposition had said that during tho last, 
election contest ho had warned the oloc- 
tors that if they returned tho present gov- 
ernment to [lower there would be a fresh 
loan and additional taxation. The people 
had heard his warning note and still they 
confirmed the government in their seats. 
This action showed that tho people wore 
willing to bo taxed if tho money drawn 
from them was to bo expended on pro- 
ductive works in furtherance of a pro- 
gressive policy. The leader of tho opppr 
sit ion had churned tluit in 1876 the gov- 
ernment of which hu was a member had 
left a surplus in the treasury.

by the house. The opposition members 
voted for it. Why ? Not becauso they 
loved the Chinose, but because they wore 
in favor of the maintenance of law and 
order. (Hear, hear. ) Thoro wore laws 
on the statute hook for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals* How much nioro 
should the laws for the protection of 
human life and limb be enforced? But 
the highest decoration ho coveted was a 
modal from the society for the protection 
of dumb animals. (Hear, hear.) Ho 
next referred to the honorable member 
for Cassiar who, be said, in his speech had 
traveled from Behring sea to the Atlantic 
coast, writing "Ichabod" on overy tree 
and stone as he passed along. That hon 
orable gentleman had introduced a reso- 
lution which breathed war against the 
neighboring Republic, basing his hestility 
on "newspajier reports." Well, ho (Mr. 
II.) would be the hist man to Bpeak light- 
ly of the Fourth Estate, for all ho was 
and all ho expected to ho ho owed to that 
honorable profession. But newspapers 
weie tint infallible and often niado errors. 
They were frequently imposed upon by 
news purvey ers. lie asked now what reliance 
could bo placed upon tho telegraphic dis- 
patches concerning the recent election ill 
the east, '! and read from Tun Colonist 
and Times of the iWrd February to show 
that ono claimed tho victory for the con- 
servatives and the other for the liberals 
in staring headlines. (Laughter.) If war 
was to be declared it should luivo a more 
tangible basis than "newspaper reports." 
The opposition were constantly complain- 
ing that the government had "sold tho 
drydock." Sold the drydock ? He invit- 
ed honorable members to visit Esquimult 
with him and he would show them that 
the drydock, like the national Hag, was 
still there, and had not been carted out 
of the country, as some seemed to 
think. lis transfer to the Dominion was 
ono of tho wisest, acts of this government. 
The dock was now nearly completed, and 
its completion had involved the erection 
of an extensive system of fortification at 
EsquimnU and Victoria— the gateway of 
the province and the constant presence 
of at least, three meil-of- war on this sta- 
tion. Before he sat down he wished to 
say that he believed the collection of taxes 
in the outlying districts was not pushed 
with vigor. 

Mr. Allen— The collectors are too lazy. 

Mr. Higgins continued, that the centres 
of population wen; scraped by tho tax- 
gatherer while t In- outlying districts wore 
comparatively neglected. He had it from 
a person who had looked into the matter 
that since 1875 at '.east £150,000 more 
should have been collected than was the 
case. Might he not now press upon the 
government the importance of seeing that 
all persons who were liable under tho act 
t i pay taves faithfully discharged their 
obligations lu conclusion, ho con- 
trasted the present financial condition of 
the province wit h its condition under the 
loader of tho opposition when tho Do- 
minion subsidy was mortgaged anil a local 
capitalist advanced SW.OOO at H per 
cent, per mouth, the province paying the 
broker's eoinn ission in addition. He 
hoped never to find tho country again re- 
duced to that t.tmit, and as a precaution 
he Bhnuld vote to go into committee of 
supply. (Applause.) 

Mr. Thompson moved the adjournment 
of the debate. 

House adjourned at 12:,10 o'clock till 
2 p.m. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Mr. Speaker took the chairat 2:15 p.m. 

Prayers were read by the Venerable 
Archdeacon Soriven. 

Mr. Thomson, who had moved (ho ad- 
journment of the debate, did not wish to 
speak. 

Mr. Duu-unuir was sorry, in rising to 
spbak to tho res* ilution, to find that the 
honorable leader of the opposition was 
not in bis seat. He Could not help 
noticing that the lirst sentence in that 
honorable gentleman's speech was in re- 
gard to the late finance minister. He 
said the government had to go to his 
(Mr. Boa ven's) side of the house to gut a 
minister of li nance. He (Mr. Dunsmuir) 
did not consider the late finance minister 
bail been any less a supporter of the gov- 
ernment than himself. He did not blame 
t hat, gentleman for not remaining among 

1 1 pposition. Whenever anything for 

the good of the country was brought 
forward their Lands never went up for it. 
They were without a policy, and if the 
government of the country had been left 
ill their hands it would assuredly have 
gone to ruin. He was glad to see the 
government asking tor this loan, because 
he did not like to see the expenditure of 
a new country like this kept within the 
revenue. If he had charge of the a I fairs 
of the province it would be a great deal 
more in debt than it is, hut, ho would, 
nevertheless, bo careful that a dollar did 
not go out where a dollar and a half did 
not come in. (Hear, hear, and applause.) 
He had seen enough of this government 
lo know that this was the policy they 
adopted. He could say without fear of 
contradiction that this country never be- 
gvn an era of Bound prosperity till the 
present government came into power. 
(Hear, hear.) Our schools had doubled 
in number, which showed that the popu- 
lation must also have doubled, and, con- 
sequently, I he ex [lenses in this connection 
hail increased proportionately. This was 
why wi! required a loan, for wo could not 
expect an increase of revenue from sot- 
tlors the minute they came into the pro- 
vince. When the late government went 
out of power they went without, paying 
their debts. They did not pay their 
plenipotentiary to Great Britain (laugh- 
ter), they luft large sums unpaid in con- 
nection with the drydock, and tlioy oven 
repudiated a liUlo bill of tho junior mem- 
ber for New Westminster district [Mr. 
Orr.J (Hear, hear, and laughter.) 

Mr. Allen— Yes, a bill for $50. 

Mr. I >unsniuir, continuing — The present 
government had at .'east paid their debts, 
and redeemed ami maintained the credit 
of tho province. (Hoar, hear.) Re- 
ferring to the Chinese question he said, 
if he couhl get white men to do his work 
ho did not believe he would employ China- 
men, He could speak with authority 
on this matter, for he had tested it. 
Although not favoring Chinese labor ho 
had no hesitation in saying that by 
putting those anti-Chinese clauses in 
private bills we wore keeping capital out 
of the country, lt was nonsense to 
say there was already a surplus of 
white labor in thu province. Only the 
other day Mr. Moborly had boon looking 
for twenty miners to send up to Banff, 
and he positively could not get them. 
Much had been said by the honorable 
member for Vale about government ex- 
penditures in Nanaimo district. Ho be- 
lieved Nuimiino had got nothing but its 
just, share, It had been the backbone of 
this province, and British Columbia would 
not have been what shu is to-day but for 
that district. (Hear.) Nanaimo bought 
the honorable gentleman's beef and paid 
a good price for it, and enabled him to 
grow wealthy and pay . his faxes. (Hear, 
and a] plause.) Tho same honorable 
gentleman accused tho members of tho 
government with increasing their salaries. 
He did not blame thorn for doing that; 
they were worth it. But if he hud been 
a member of the previous government and 
had been guilty of placing (ho affairs of 
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the province in such a muddle as they had 
done ho would have been ashamed to tako 
a cent for his services. (Laughter.) The 
honorable member for Cassiar spread him- 
self very much on the Island railway 
lands question and had attempted to mis- 
lead tho houso.He(Mr.D.)pointed out that 
procisoly tho saino clause relating to tho 
taxation of these lands which had been 
passed by the previous government had 
been inserted in the settlement bill. His 
reasons for giving notice that he .would 
introduce .-. bill providing for biennial ses- 
sions was becauso he considered tho pres- 
ent government wore quite capable of 
carrying on the government for two years 
without reference to the assembly. He 
did not do so because he had not faith in 
the government as the leader of the op- 
position had endeavored to show. Ho 
believed that the fourteen and fifteen 
thousand dollars spent on every session 
would bo better devoted towards the con- 
struction' of roads and bridges through tho 
country and to the development of tho 
quartz mines of the mainland. Tho mem- 
ber for Cassiar had called him (Mr. 1).) 
"dictator and receiver." Well, all he 
could say was that if the country had 
been guided into prosperity under his 
dictatorship ho had much upon which to 
congratulate himself. He could not say 
ho was a receiver for he was paying out 
much more than he was taking in, of which 
tho country was getting tho benefit. He re- 
peated that it was not to the int erests of the 
province to insert anti-Chinese clauses in 
private bills. In concluding ho said in 
reference to the construction of railways 
in the province and the subsidizing of 
them that he would prefer to let the 
Dominion government take the initiative 
in the matter. (Applause.) 

Colonel Baker said that it was not, his 
intention to detain the bouse for any 
length of time oil this motion, as there 
wore other members who wished to speak, 
but there were a few points to which ho 
should like to allude. It, must be in the 
recollection of the house that the pro- 
vincial secretary in his speech on the in- 
troduction of the estimates had staled 
that the revenue of the province was in- 
creasing, The leader of the opposition, 
in his reply, challenged this statement, 
and in doing so read out to the house 
what he slated were the bard facts of 
figures, and observed that the revenue of 

1884- 85 was $U00,3U8, while that for 

1885- 86 was only ^5 1 4 , 7 1 He then 
shook the estimates in the face of the 
provincial secretary and exclaimed tri- 
umphantly that the revenue, as shown by 
the estimates laid before the house, was 
actually decreasing. The member for 
Nanaimo shouted "land sales," but no 
notice has been taken of that interpola- 
tion. I will now call the attention of 
the house to the fact that in 1884-85 
the land sales amounted to $174,571), 
and in 1885-8(5 to only ^77,-">02, and 
if these sums are deducted from the 
total revenues it will be seen that a 
balance remains of $11,398 in favor of the 
revenue of 1885-86, thus showing that the 
statement of the provincial secretary' was 
perfectly accurate and that the revenue 
is steadily increasing. 1 1 is evident that 
land sales are u.ssuts of the province and 
cannot be taken as a part of the ordinary 
revenue. The argument may bo raised 
that in parking with the assets of the 
province we are in reality decreasing oui 
wealth, but such an argument is entirely 
fallacious, for ill point of fact while those 
lands or assets are unsold and lying dor- 
mant thoy produce no revenue, but the 
moment they are parted with il is equiva- 
lent to putting the asset out at interest, 
and increased revenue is derived by the 
country. After a humorous allusion to 
the statement of the leader of the opposi 
sit ion that, the gi ivermnent had on a fonnoi 
occasion to go to the opposition side of the 
house in order to iinda financial secretary, 
tho honorable member went on to sa\ 
that the opposition had taunted the gov 
eminent with running thu province into 
debt by applying for a now loan. But it 
was only necessary to examine the esti- 
mates which were before the house to 
roalizo that the object, of the 
loan was to develop the resources 
of the country. How could those 
resources be developed unless money was 
expended upon roads anil bridges in order 
to lead the way to the dormant wealth of 

the country? Nature was smiling upon 
us inviting courtship but she required to 
be tickled with the almighty dollar before 
she would give forth her bounty. The 
leader of the opposition had declared thai 
this province had been brought to a stau> 
of bankruptcy, but in the same breath he 
had acknowledged that the government 
was able to go into the money market and 
raise a loan of one million at i . This 
very fact ought to convince the opposition 
that the capitalists of the world had every 
confidence in the resources of British Col- 
umbia, and in the ability and stability of 
the government which ruled over that 
important, province. The honorable 
gentleman concluded bis speech by 
saying that the arguments be had 
adduced showed conclusively thai the 
wild assertions and statements of the op- 
position bad only to be submitted to 'he 
hard hammer of fact in older to pulverize 
them into such an impalpable powder that 
the breath of truth scattered to the 
winds. 

Mr. Turner, who had risen at a previous 
sitting to make an explanation respecting 
certain remarks made by a member of the 
opposition, desired to address the house. 

Air. Speaker understood the honorable 
gentleman to have spoken. 

The opposition were willing to hear him 
provided an equal privilege was extended 
to their side of the house. 

Mr. Speaker accordingly decided toad- 
hero strictly to the rules of the house. 

Mr. MuLeese thought if the policy at 
present, being pursued by the government 
was followed out, the Country would soon 
bo ill a deplorable condition. Ho con- 
tended that, the revenue was not being 
fairly distributed among the districts, lie 
had no faith in the estimates as prepared 
by the finance minister and his theories 
about the loan and its payments oi in- 
terest and sinking fund. lie had figured 
out how the province would" have to pay 
for it. Taking the estimates as they were 
the province would at the end of the this 
fiscal year be $500,000 in debt and there 
was nothing in thu treasury to meet it. 
They would therefore have to burrow the 
million at once. Mr. MoLoose went 
largely into figuring on principal and in- 
terest and said that there was a discrep- 
ancy between his figures and the provin- 
cial secretary's. He thought (he govern- 
ment should endeavor to economize in- 
stead of borrowing money to pay their in- 
creased salaries and those of their officials. 
Whou the late government came into 
(dlico their lirst stop was to cut' down 
salaries. Of course there wuru no great 
public works going on then. (Hear, heal 
and laughter.) The honarable gentleman 
from LiDooet laughs. 

Mr. Allen — It is enough to make a 
horso laugh. (Renew laugh tor,) 

Mr MoLoese, continuing, said ho was 
not unfavorable to borrowing money, but, 
ho did not think tho present, government 
lit to handle it, for by choir own calcula- 
tion they would have to pay S?l ,500,000 as 
interest, etc., for tho million. If it was 
borrowed for opening up the mines of the 
province he would not oppose it. He was 
not sectional, but he thought, that the 
developments of Cariboo district wuro ut 
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that stage which made it deserving of desired was not given the appointment, 
assistance. They required largo machinery (Hoar, hear.)

they were investing in a way that would 
be reproductive.

Mr. McLeese—No. But I will. (Laugh- 
ter.) There was anot her item- the §11000 
for minister of finance. He supposed that 
they intended to appoint a member to that 
portfolio before many moons. He thought 
they should carry the business on without 
a new appointment, and save §o0<M). 'pj 10 
veto for Nanaimo court, house, the ono for 
Kamloops jail, the one for the Thompson 
river bridge, would bo better placed if 
they were expended on reproductive 
works, such as the development of the 
quartz mines. Mr. McLoese referred to a 
letter which he stated Mr. Allen had 
showed to several people, and stated that, 
he had purchased a horse and cart. 

Mr. Allen denied the fact, in toto. 

Mr. McLoese said he was informed thu 
government boycotted ono of tho mer- 
chants in Clinton. 

Mr. Allen said it was another incorrect 
st atement. 

Mr. McLeese said he was informed that 
it was so. 

Mr. Allen asked for the name of his 
informant. 

Mr. McLeese said he would have to 
give the names of half the people in Clin- 
ton. (Laughter.) He characterized the 
distribution of patronage in Lillooet dis- 
trict as bribery of the vilest and worst 
kind. At any rate, there were rumors 
that came to them up north, and if they 
saw smoke they could be pretty sure that 
a gun had gone oil'. (Oh, oh!) Mr. 
McLeese referred to the dismissal of Mr. 
Boyd us road superintendent five years 
ago, which he said he had heard from a 
man who was an unsuccessful candidate 
who had seen a letter from a storekeeper, 
a particular friend of the attorney-gen- 
eral's, that, the dismissal was caused by 
political influence. He also referred to 
a man who rode a red-colored horso who 
had been discharged by Ned. Allen. 
Another man bad come to him with tears 
in his eyes, who was a very dear, dear 
friend of the attorney-general, who said 
he had been discharged by Mr. Aden be- 
cause he WiLs not a voter. 

This and other assertions made by Mr. 
McLeese caused Mr. Allen to frequently 
rise to his feet and characterize as false, 
untrue, and entirely news to him. 

Mr. McLeese said he would have to go 
back again, and he hoped Mr. .Speaker 
would not bo wearied in his patience 
and excuse anything he might ss}- about 
dead issues. He referred to the l'oolo 
murder case, and stated something which 
he had heard from some one and made 
statements which the attorney -general 
characterized as false in every particular, 
Mr. McLeese admit ted he didn't know what 
he was talk ing about, buthe had heard some- 
body state things which showed laxity in 
enforcing the law. When the robbery 
occurred on the stage road the govern- 
ment issued a proclamation offering a re- 
ward of 81,000 ; but in the ease of Emia, 
a murderer at large, they only offered 
$000. "Comparisons, sir, is odious." 
(Laughter.) Air. McLeese said he would 
read a letter. This he did with much 
diilioulty. However, it contained state- 
ments of which the attorney-general asked 
information. 

Ibui. Mr. Davie— Who is the writer's

Mr. McLeese — I will give you the let- 
ter. 

lion. Mr. Davie- I don't want the let- 
ter. Whogavc the information contained 
in it to the writer I 

Mr. McLeese — Yes. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Allen— The information is without 
a shadow of truth. 

Air. McLeese— It is. The man who 
gave it can go behind a log and get the 
skeleton of the second child. After going 
over numerous petty grievances, all of 
which Mr. Allen characterized as incor- 
rect, Mr. McLeese referred lo tho appoint- 
ment of a mounted constable at tho 150 
which he said was polit ical jobbery. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Why didn't you ob- 
ject to the appointment when the esti- 
mates wore under consideration last year- 
Mr. McLeese— Object ! What is the 
use of objecting i (Laughter.) 1 am not 
going to object to anything, but want to 
set myself right before t he country. He 
claimed that he represented tho majority 
of the voters of Cariboo, the otlicial 
vote proved it. After referring to a 
numerous array of matters, some of them 
of t he long ago, others that were wearily 
backed up by nameless letters and read- 
ings from government returns, Mr. Mc- 
Leese said there were many other matters 
that ho might refer to in regard to 
Cariboo district, but wouldn't, and sat 
down, amid loud ruppinga on the members' 
desks. 

The honorable attorney-genera! said the 
last Bpeakor had charged tho government 
with having caused thu dismissal of road 
employes, a Clinton store to bo boycotted, 
and that, the reason the arrest of Emia, 
the Indian, was not consummated, was 
because he (the attorney-general) was in- 
fluenced by political motives.
